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British Economist 
Paints Bleak Picture 


AUSTIN, Tex. (U PI) — The world faces widespread 
starvation in this decade unless all nations act together to 
meet the crisis, British economist Barbara Ward said 
Monday. 
“ It will be a continuing crisis but not an unm anagable 
crisis if we do the right thing,’’ Miss Ward said. “We have 
to start exactly where we are, which is in grave trouble.” 
Miss Ward called for a wage-price freeze and a large 
grain transfer this winter to poor countries to help offset 
inflation and hunger. She said we m ust “cu t our gross 
w aste” and “ avoid waste, recycle-let nothing go to 
waste.” 
Miss Ward, speaking at a symposium on energy, said 
in the last generation the world enjoyed a balanced 
economy of supply and dem and. She said there was a 
seemingly limitless supply of cheap energy during a 
period 
of 
favorable 
weather 
that 
led 
to 
heavy 
agricultural production. 
But the dem and is now outstripping the supply, she said, 
and this will, be aggravated during 'the next decade b y : 
—A possible change in the climate, a “cooling down, 
that would have a critical effect on agriculture,” and 
limiting the normal growth season. 
—A “ sudden, violent,” change in the supplies of cheap 
energy. 
—The prospect of desperate poverty, disease and 
starvation among the world's poorest peoples, and the 
possibility of a “mega-crisis and mega-death.” 
Miss. W ard, also known as Lady Jackson, said a wage- 
price freeze could slow inflation and a large grain transfer 
would head off mass starvation in the immediate future.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Delinquent tax collections 
have increased three-fold since the Indiana Department 
of Revenue went to computers, according to revenue 
commissioner Donald H. Clark, “Through the use of 
computerization, the delinquent tax collection function of 
the department has been able to more efficiently detect 
and record tax delinquencies,” Clark said. Clark said that 
in 1970, $5 1 million in delinquent taxes was collected in 
43,717 'payments. For fiscal year 1973-74, nearly $16,5 
million was collected from 168,296 payments. The 
departm ent's operation was changed to computers in 
1971.

Power Company May Have To Fill Hole 


CHICAGO (UPI) — The Atomic Safety and Licensing 
Board was expected to rule today on a petition to order the 
Northern Indiana Public Service Co.. NIPSCO to fill in an 
excavation for the proposed Portage County, Ind., nuclear 
reactor plant. The board Monday heard arguments from 
NIPSCO' and Joint Interveners, an Indiana citizens group 
who has long opposed the plant and who has asked NIP­ 
SCO be ordered to fill in the excavation. The group claims 
NIPSCO violated an agreem ent reached in federal court 
by excavating below the natural water level in the area. 
It also contends water draining into the nine-acre site will 
cause environmental dam age to neighboring Indiana 
Dunes National Lakeshore Park. The 7th U.S. Court of 
Appeals Oct. 16 issued an injunction against further 
construction of the nuclear power plant and scheduled a 
hearing on the issue Dec. II. 


Court To Rule On Food Conviction 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme Court has 
agreed to decide whether the president of a nationwide 
food chain can be held responsible for rodents gnawing 
food in a warehouse. The test case could affect a cam­ 
paign the Food and Drug Administration has been waging 
for several years to clean up unsanitary conditions in food 
storage areas throughout the country. The case concerns 
the conviction of John R. Park, president of Acme 
Market, Inc., a nationwide chain headquartered in 
Philadelphia. The charges were that food in Acme’s 
Baltimore warehouse was rodent gnawed and that Park 
knew of the complaint. 


il-Rich Nations May Help Hungry 


ROME (UPI) — Delegates from the world’s oil 
producing nations worked today on the final details of a 
plan to put their overflowing “petrodollars" to w ork in the 
fight against mass starvation. Tahir Obeid, head of the 
Saudi Arabian delegation, said the oil states expect to 
finish work today on a proposed resolution “to help the 
developing countries through their present crisis and to 
give long range help, too.” Delegates from member 
nations of the Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries have been conferring about the plan with 
representatives of the so-called nonaligned nations, 
Western nations have been campaigning to get the oil 
countries to pledge major investments in food aid and 
agricultural development. Western delegates have at­ 
tributed the food crisis in part to soaring oil prices.

Vows Leader 
Will Not Leave 
City Alive

NEW YORK (UPI) - Mem 
bers of the Jewish Defense 
League, brandishing a pistol on 
a table in front of them, vowed 
publicly Monday to assassinate 
Palestinian leader Yasser Ara­ 
fat during his visit to the 
United 
Nations 
—despite 
a 
massive security effort by local 
and federal authorities. 
“We are ready to assassinate 
Arafat,” JDL spokesman Rus­ 
sell Kelner said during a news 
conference. 
“This has 
been 
carefully planned. We have 
trained men who will make 
sure Arafat does not leave New 
York alive.” 
Police and Secret Service 
agents riding helicopters, boats, 
and squad cars guarded visiting 
Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion members, but a police 
spokesm an 
said 
“ absolute 
security, of course, is impossi­ 
ble.” 
Police riflemen watched from 
atop buildings, officers with 
police dogs patrolled streets, 
and the city’s 'bomb squad was 
put on alert. Other officers 
staked out the interior of the 
Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel 
where 
leaders of the PLO and their 
aides are being housed. 
The PLO delegation, number­ 
ing 16 to 19 persons, arrived 
Monday 
and 
traveled 
by 
motorcade from Kennedy Air- 
p .. to the center of town. En 
route, police guarded the group 
with land, air and sea security 
forces that left massive traffic 
jams in its wake. 
Arafat, who did not land with 
his delegation, w'as expected to 
arrive 
today or 
Wednesday 
when he is scheduled to address 
the U N. General Assembly on 
the A rab-Israeli conflict. Di­ 
plomatic sources said Arafat 
had been in Cario Monday but 
said specific details concerning 
his arrival in New York were 
being kept secret. 
Earlier in the day police 
arrested about 27 members of a 
Jew ish youth organization, 
Betar, 
when 
they 
chained 
themselves to the U.N. fence 
and splattered animal blood to 
protest the PLO visit.

demonstrators carrying signs

hotel, and about 25 Jewish 
protesters got inside where they

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Tiny Island Pleads To UN 


To Stop U.S. Military B ase 


By KENNETH J. BRADDICK 
UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
The island of Tinian, launching 
site for World War II’s atomic 
ra id s, has pleaded w ith the 
United Nations to stop America 
from turning the South Pacific 
paradise into a military base. 
Leaders 
of 
Tinian’s 
800 
residents offered to let 
the 
United States have one-third of 
the island for a new base but 
said handing over the entire 45- 
square-mile island was simply 
out of the question. 


Mayor Felipe C. Mehodiola. 
Municipal Council Speaker Syl- 
vestre T. Cruz and 12 other 
islanders appealed Thursday to 
the U.N. Trusteeship Council to 
stop the “military taking of 
Tinian.” 


For the past 450 years the 
island has been ruled by a 
succession of colonial powers. 
The United States now adm inis­ 
ters the island on behalf of the 


United Nations with an aim 
toward eventual self-determ ina­ 
tion. 
The island’s trouble began in 
June, 1973, when the United 
States announced it wanted to 
take over at least northern two- 
thirds of the island to build a 
5,000-man air base to replace 
one on Okinawa. 
The Americans said it would 
take about $150 million to build 
the base and would restore the 
airstrip where bombers took off 
in August, 1945, carrying atom 
bombs to Nagasaki and Hiro­ 
shim a. 
The runways are covered in 
scrub and small dusty plaques 
m ark the site where the two 
atomic bombs were loaded.

g rab ,” an election was held on 
the island and candidates who

In a separate letter to the 
White House, the Tinian leader­ 
ship said American officials 
"are 
not 
welcome'

island" as long as the U.S. 
military insists on taking over 
Tinian. 
Officials 
of

Trusteeship 
Council have finished business 
for the year and said the Tinian 
case 
probably 
will 
not 
be 
discussed until m id-1975. The 
council 
is made up of 
the 
United States, the Soviet Union, 
Britain, 
France, 
China 
and 
Australia.

Not 
so. 
When it cam e to trapping in 
this m an n er, the A m erican 
Indian was no piker. He did not 
use small chunks for wood as 
this would not have been ef­ 
fective for anything big enough 
to eat. Nor did he always make 
dead-falls from trees. He used 
w h atever 
m a te ria l 
was 
available that would do the job. 
One of the best materials for 
the redm an in some areas of 
Indiana 
w as 
lim estone. 
Found along many of our 
stream s were outcroppings; 
and 
since 
m any 
an im als 
traveled these stream s, it was 
natural for the Indian to use the 
stone. He certainly could not 
teach a m odera physics class, 
but he was aware of what levers 
the pulleys could do. 
A thousand pound slab of 
stone propped and triggered 
with sticks, other rocks, or a 
combination of both was not out

The National Observer recently reported how one 
member of the U.S. Senate was fighting to see that the 
federal governm ent tightened its own belt during this 
period of inflation, rather than telling everyone else to 
tighten their belts. 


Sen. Harry F. Byrd, Jr., an Independent from 
Virginia has more or less assumed a one-man crusade 
against wasteful governm ent expenditures for scientific 
research projects. 


Byrd questions, for exam ple, the investm ent of public 
funds for an 
$11,220 study of Nineteenth Century 
sepulchral sculpture, for a $350,000 study entitled “Trends 
in Tolerance of Nonconformity,” for an $11,790 study of 
“ The Growth of K arachi as a Trading Center and 
Deveiopment of the Sindhi Mercantile Community Under 
British Rule (1843-1947),” or for an $82,000 national survey 
on “ the attitudes of the general public to the a rts.” 


As Byrd says, these amounts may seem trifling in 
com parison with the $305 billion which 'the governm ent 
proposes to spend, but they are only fragmentary 
examples of heretofore unexamined handouts of the 
■public’s money. 


In addition, government handouts have a way of 
expanding beyond any bureaucrat’s wildest dream s. An 
agency to assist states in improving social services began 
in 1967 with a cost of $40 million. By 1972 the program’s 
price tag had grown to $5 billion. 


The National Science Foundation, a recipient of 
millions for research this fiscal year, defends the ex­ 
penditures as worthwhile investments in the search for 
more knowledge. 


But it is not difficult to side with Byrd when he 
maintains the search in many cases is just too expensive. 


The government not long ago spent $7,857 for “in­ 
tensive field work. . .to analyze the multiplicity of ways 
children at play utilize the urban environment as a 
theatrical and mythical arena.” 
This may be an investment in the search for more 
knowledge but, as Byrd says, it is also an expensive way

Report From America

STUDY BUTTE, Tex. (UPI) 
— Schoolteacher Trenton Jones 
first saw the desolate, rocky 
desert of the Big Bend country 
five years ago, and it was love 
at first sight. 
All he had to do was figure 
out how to earn a living amid 
the wilderness that Indian lore 
said 
was 
made 
from 
the 
leftovers of the Earth’s crea­ 
tion. 
Today, 
from 
a 
one-room 
schoolhouse in the foothills of 
the Christmas Mountains, Jones 
teaches 14 children who make 
the trek each day to the tar- 
shingled. 
tin-roofed 
public 
school. 
“I wanted to get away from 
the big city,” Jones said as he 
watched 
students 
raise 
the 
state 
and 
American 
flags 
before school. “People thought 
we were crazy and wouldn’t 
last a month. But after a year, 
it’s better than ever.” 
Fewer than 100 persons live 
within the area served by the 
school. 
The 26-year-old Corpus Chris- 
ti, Tex., native and former San 
Antonio school teacher said the 
isolation of the small communi­ 
ty has influenced his approach 
to teaching. 


“With no television to watch 
and radio only at night the kids 
aren’t distracted and they read 
like crazy,” he said. 
“When I finish a day with 
these kids I really feel I have 
accomplished something. There 
just isn’t the pressure of the big 
classroom. I have time to work 
with each kid. 
“ When I was in San Antonio 
the classes were all too big. I 
think it is one of the downfalls 
of our school system . You just 
can’t reach all of them —there 
are so manv kids.” 
Study Butte was a quicksilver 
mining town until the demand 
for m ercury fell during the 
1950s. 
Now 
only 
a 
few 
ranches 
operate in the area, along with 
several gasoline stations and 
motels 
which 
serve 
tourists 
visiting 
Big 
Bend 
National 
Park. Jones and his wife, Olga, 
know 
everyone 
for 
miles 
around. 
Whenever 
it 
rains 
Jones' 
pumps water into a storage 
tank from an arrovo he has

dammed up. “If it goes too long 
between rains we have water 
trucked 
in, 
but 
that 
hasn’t 
happened very often.” 
“You. learn to be a jack-of-all- 
trades out here because there is 
no one around to come fix 
things,” he said. 
When Olga is not working in 
her 
garden 
or 
helping 
out 
afternoons in the school the 
couple and their 14-month-old 
daughter, Anna Maria, go into 
the nearby canyon country to 
swim in the cool pools of water. 
They like the simple life. 
“People who come out here 
run up and down the roads — 
they can’t stay still,” he said. 
“Some 
are 
afraid 
of 
the 
isolation. I guess. They are 
always wondering what we do 
for entertainment. 
“We drive to 
Alpine1, 
108 
miles away, for groceries once 
a month and if we really want 
to do it big and have a night on 
the town we drive to El Paso. 
People who live in town get 
bored, but for us it’s a big deal. 
“In fact, we’re planning to 
drive to Alpine this weekend, 
get a motel room, and watch 
television.”

Japan, China Respond To 
United States Actions 


TAIPEI (UPI) - Nationalist 
Chinese sports officials Tuesday 
expressed dismay and regret 
over the U.S. Little League’s 
decision to limit future play to 
only American teams. 
One said he found it hard to 
believe that American sports, 
authorities, who are known to 
value the spirit of fair play, 
resorted to a, practice of "if you 
can’t beat them, ban them.’’ 
Peter J. McGovern, chief 
executive officer and board 
chairman of the Little League, 
announced 
Monday 
at 
the 
league’s headquarters in Wil­ 
liamsport, 
Pa., 
that 
World 
Series play 'beginning next year 
will be limited to the four U.S. 
regional champions. He de­ 
clined to give a reason. 
Teams from. Taiwan, com­ 
posed of youngsters below 13 
years of age, have won five of 
the past six 
Little League 
World. Series and the last four 
in a row. The trend showed that 
the Taiwanese would continue 
to dominate the league in years 
to come. 
Hsieh Kuo-cheng, a legislator 
and chairman of the Baseball 
Association on Taiwan, said the 
Little League decision was a 
“regrettable one.’”. 
He said he would appeal to 
the Little League for reconsid­ 
eration of its decision. 
"A 
World Series with only Ameri­ 
can teams participating cannot 
'be a World Series,” he said. 
He said he hoped at least that 


American 
sports 
authorities 
would permit "our little base­ 
ball players and their American 
counterparts to exchange visits 
in the future so that they can 
continue to enjoy competing 
with each other.” 
Sports authorities here said 
they suspected 
a 
ban 
was 
coming but they were still 
shocked that it came without 
any warning. 


TOKYO (UPI) - A spokes­ 
man 
for 
the 
Japan 
Little 
League 
Baseball 
Association 
Tuesday regretted the Little 
League’s announcement Mon­ 
day to confine its World Series 
next year to teams from the 
United States. 
Takeshi Matsui, JLLBA ex­ 
ecutive secretary, said, “We 
regret very much that the 
World 
Series 
with 
teams 
competing from outside 'the 
United States has 'been can­ 
celed. This will eliminate the 
big objective held by all the 
Little League teams in Japan— 
that of going to Williamsport 
for the World Series.” 
"We have not yet received 
official information about the 
reason for the confinement of 
the World Series to teams only 
from the United States and 
therefore cannot comment fur­ 
ther,” Matsui said. 
Teams from Taiwan won the 
World Seri.es the past four 
years. Japan won in 1967 and 
1968. 


Matsui, however, said the 
Little League program will be 
continued in Japan. He said 
them are about 400 teams in 
Japan. 
"We will try to develop the 
Little League program with the 
teams in the Far East,”' Matsui 
said. 
An immediate reaction from 
a Japanese sports writer, who 
did not wish to be identified, 
was, "is it because teams in 
the United States cannot win?”.

Students Cross 


Unsafe Bridges 
On Foot 


BOWLING GREEN, 
Ind. 
(UPI) — Two groups of Clay 
County 
school 
children still 
walk at least part of the way to 
classes —they cross bridges on 
foot for fear that their loaded 
buses wrould cause them to 
collapse. 
The ritual of children piling 
off the bus, walking across a 
bridge, waiting for the school 
bus to inch its way across, then 
continuing 
their 
journey 
is 
repeated twice daily at two 
bridges south of Bowling Green 
and near Cory. 
The on again-off again bus 
trip is a result of an inspection 
completed last summer by an 
engineer hired by the county 
commissioners 
to 
rate 
the 
county’s 250 bridges as to safe 
maximum 
loads. 
About 
80 
bridges were given ratings of 
nor near "zero tonnage.” 
The one south of here, built in 
1894. and the one near Cory 
were among the ones rated as 
unsafe, 
but 
school 
officials 
could find no way to avoid 
using them, despite rerouting of 
30 of the school’s 47 buses to 
avoid unsafe bridges. 
“ I don’t think there is any 
chance of the bridge collap­ 
sing,” said Glen Barbee, the 
school corporation transporta­ 
tion director. “One thing is for 
sure, I don't want any kids on 
that bus if it does.” 
Officials hope to correct the 
situation with regard to the 
bridge south of here in the next 
month by removing the wood 
and metal structure and replac­ 
ing it with corrugated tubes.
